The word of ex perts is accepted in 
such matters as v accination, dentistry and 
mining, he points out, and y et demagog- 
uery and quackery are tolerated and ev en 
followed in such matters as inflation oi 
the currency , regulation of utilities, farm 
relief and so on. 


The desperate needs of our time em ­ 
phasizes the sad decline of statesmanship, 
which has prov ed its unworthiness to lead, 
rav aged as it is by the disease Dr. Butler 
has christened “ candidatitis.” 
The think­ 
ers, no less than the politicians, may dis­ 
agree, but we may be sure tha t they will 
be free of the prejudice, bias, emotional­ 
ism and greed for power tha t has charac­ 
terized the rule of the professional poli­ 
tician. 
It is time for the thinkers to 
hav e their inning.

truth about Japanese and Chinese is un­ 
rev ealed. 
The v’eneer of modern v v -estern 
civ ilization has been superimposed on the 
hoary manners and customs of Orientals. 
To the mass of Americans tha t which is 
u nder the v eneer is a my stery . 
In the Japanese v iewpoint Toky o has 
been patient and forbearing in dealing 
with other powers with relation to M an­ 
churia and Shanghai.

“ The railroads suffer today particular­ 
ly from a mistaken economic policy ,” said 
Carl R. Gray , president of the Union P a ­

when railroad earnings are likewise ex ­ 
panding, and when traffic can best absorb 
the costs, it vv’as been the policy to reduce 
rates, thus depriv ing the railroads of the 
priv ilege enjoy ed by other business of a 
reasonable accumulation of rev enue which 
would carry them through the v alley s ot 
depression. 
Then when traffic has reached a low 
stage and industry generally is endeav or­ 
ing by lowered price to estimate demand, 
the necessities of the railroads prompt, 
and ev en compel, efforts to secure an in­ 
crease in rates. 
Neither can be justified 
as an economic proposition.” 
It is in the public interest to work out 
a plan by which the railroads will be al­ 
lowed to reap the naural profits of their 
serv ice in good times and so prepare for 
the bad.
